Memorandum to form the basis of a contract between the 
Government of the Province of British Columbia and the Canadian 
Nortiiern Rail'way . Company authorized by a Bill to be intro- 

duced' and passed at the next Session of the Provincial Legislature. 

Tile Canadian Northern Railway Company agrees as follows: 

1. To build a line of railway to connect w.ith the main line of 
the- Gauadian . Northern Railway through the Province ironi the., 
Yellbwhead "Pass to the City of Vancouver via the North Thbmpsdai 
River to a point at or near Kamloops ; thence down the South 
Thompson and Fraser Rivers, through the City of New Westmin- 
ster lo the City of Vancouver, and to English Bluff, south of thq 
I'rascr River; the distance not to exceed 500 miles. 

2. To establish a first-class, modern passenger, mail, express, 
and car ferry service between .English Bjuff and -the- GU^^^ 

and V ancouvcr Island. ■ ; '■' '^'■•"■r?^ } '■''■^ ^7'," 'i' 

3. Tq cqnstruct a line- of railway from thqt|Gityf'Nbf,"yi^to 

a point on .Barkley Sound, On the Islaiid of VaHcOiiverV'^a distance of 
100 miles or thereabouts. 

4. The line of railway to be constructed under such contract 
shall be equal in every respect to the standard of the. Canadian. main 
line between Winnipeg and Edmonton, and shall ^^bie first-class ■in 
e\'ery respect. 

5. To fully equip such line of raib.vay and to make the sleeping 
cars, dining cars, and day coaches thereon the equal of those in use 
on the first-class railway systems of America..- . 

6. To employ no'A'siatics on the cpri'struGtiori of 'said _ line of 
railway, and to insert in such contract a- fair-wage claiise,, providing 
that the wages paid on such line shall be equal to tHo^e* paid upon' 
siniiiar classes of work in the Prox'ince. 

7. To continue and complete the sur\-cys of such line, and 
commence the actual construction work within three months after 
the Bill authorizing such contract has been passed by tlie Provincial 
L,egislature and received the assent of His Honor the Lieutenant-. 
Govjerhor, -.and 'to;- cbmplete ; and put in operation ^the,;.whplejV)York^ 
within fourJyears^after the. date of the passage of siich 'Bill. ' ' ' 

The Government of the Province of British Columbia agrees as'^ 
follows: 

1. To guarantee the bonds of the railway company to the 
extent of $35,000 per mile of the said line built within the Province, 
together with interest thereon at the rate of four per cent, per; 
annum, payable half-yearly. 

2. To exempt the railway from taxation during construction^ 
and for a period of ten years after the cc^mpletion thereof. ; . 

3. To give the railv?ay corhpany free right-of^vyay, over Pro- 
vincial lands, and to allow them the usual privileges of taking frea 
timber and gravel, where necessary, for the construction of ' thg 
railway^ from Jands owned by the Government. 

:Should< the Government of the Province be called upon to pa}^ 
any money under said guarantee, the Canadian Northern Rail'wray 
Company agrees to indemnify the Province from and against all such 
payments, and to make such payments a charge upon the wholei 
system of the Canadian Northern Railway, the intention of both 
parties hereto being that such railway line shall be built without 
any cost or^s expense, .^whatsoever, to< the Province of British

He was always ln;favor. of.xleveiop* 
mcnt and now that-he had an oppor- 
tunity to supporf 'a railroad policy 
which meant so much for .Victoria 
and the province, he was glad to do 
so. 

His opponent, Mr. .Tardinc, had 
moved tho second reading of the 'Vic- 
toria sind Barkley Sound railroad bill 
in the logislattire and In his own or- 
gan, he was quoted as pointing out 
the advantages of the project in Feb- 
ruary of this year. If those ad- 
vantages were good then why.;.:wero 
they not good now. 'f-'' • 

Told of Advantages. 

The speaker fiuoted as follows, from 
the Victoria Times of February 1909: 

''John Jardlne (ICsqulmalt) moved 
the second reading of the bill to in- 
corporate the Victoria arid Barkley 
.Sound Railway comiian.N. .He pointed 
out that this line would open the 
southwestern ))ortion of the Island 
and make available the natural re- 
sources in one of the richest portions 
of the province. Its timber resources 
wore stupendous. There were 1,000 
square miles of timber, ot 30,000 bu- 
perflclnl feet to the acre, and re- 
presenting a market value of three 
hundred million dollars. Besides 
there were 50,000 acres of the finest 
farming and fruit lands In British Co- 
lumbia to be found in the section 
which this railway will open. 

A Batter Policy. 

The Liberals; proposed that tho 
province and the Dominion both sub- 
sidize that line. Premier McBrlde's 
policy was nnieh better. Mr. Helmcken 
then went on to speak of the' railroad 
policy of the Premier, the benefita of 
tho siable government ho had given 
and the great credit and linancial 
strength of the jn-ovince. He out- 
lined the success of tlie C. N. It. in 
.Manitoba, .Sa.'ikatehewa 11 and Alberta, 
and pointed out the |)Oslti veness of 
its pro.speetivc' similar success here.

Tho jnenjbera of tho Jlontreal AVom- 
an's Canadlan>;'^Club are In . earnest In 
their effort .to- carry out ■ the objects 
for which the clu'b was Instituted, They 
evldently-rScbgnlze that If .womefa want 
to understand what makes' for the 
greatness of Canada' thoy must study 
the principles of government. 1'hey 
are fortunate in having an excellent 
teachei. A few weeks ngo Sir M'llfrid 
Ijaurlev delivered an address on "The 
Constitution of Great Jiritaln and the 
United -States — A Coniparl.son," before 
this ladies' club. On such a matter 
there can be little iliffertnice of opin- 
ion between parties and tho. premier of 
Canada is a clear and an eloquent 
spealter. It Is ^ald that his address was 
enthusiastically applauded toy tho au- 
dience. Though the Montreal women 
were jjreatly privileged In hearing one 
who Is an acknowledged orator, yet 
an adtlress on such a sidiject is no less 
instructive when read than when hi 
The sjie 

Is.sue of "World Wide," Montreal, for 
Nov. C>, so that all whO' wish'may have 
an opjiortunlty of reading It. 

If, as most .statesmen seem read\' to 
grant, t'anailian women will in tiie 
ifulure lie admitted to the franchise, 
one of the objects of the club in any 
I city might well be that of education. 
There are few thoir,'htful women xelei 
are not ready to acknowledge *.hat 
there are ver.v nianv iiu'^.^itiens to lie 
decided 'by the electors of whi.-h they 
are absolutely ignorant and others of 
which they: know very little. It la true 
ihat there are many men who'are even 
less (It to e.xerclse tho franchise, but 
unless the adndsslon of women to tn. 
Iirivileges of the ballot is to lie ihs- 
astrous to any country they must hiarn 
to understand what .they are voting 
fo.- and to vote conscientiously. 

But apart altogether from what may 
be a remote contlngenc.y. It Is greatly 
to be desired., that Canadian u omci, 
shall apprecliate the beneiits <if thfe 
system of government under uliic'n 
they live and It is no less Importam 
perhaps that they shall iie alive to i:s 
weaknesses. W'hetlier the \vonieu of 
this generation vote or not the\- ha\'e 
much to do with the making of the 
\-oters of the future and the legisla- 
tors too. There la truth in what the 
Key. C. E. 'Cooper said a few days a.go 
before the Woman's Council. Vs long 
as women do not take an active part 
in politics they are: In some measure 
freed from the passions and prejudlce.s 
of those, who are actively engaged in 
the .strife. This should help them ;o 
see more clearly and have a greater 
Influence for the right. If tliey can 
bring up tb(Ur sons to act in the , it- 
fairs of state witli hrmnr and upriglit- 
ness as well as intelligence thoy will 
do much to make Canada resi'iected 
among the nations of the worlil ;ir.ii 
to contribute to the liapiilne.'JS of its 
.Vie.^idc-. The Woman's Canadian Cluli 
of Aiontreal has been fortun;ite in lie.ar- 
ing addresses which will help Its mem- 
bers to understand- their .;duty to the 
great country which Its m)nien frQm 
the Atlantic to the Pacln<! love.

Perha.ps there are few signs that 
Canada Is growing in unity more signi- 
ficant than the negotiations th.at are 
now in progress to break down the 
provincial barriers that have divided 
imedic.-il men. !n an .article on thia 
subject the Montreal flazette sa.\'s: 

".\s a result of recent ne.gotiatlons 
there Is a jirospect tliat at an eai'l.v 
jdate legislation will put into foree 
whK'li will secure tluil a >'oung m;m 
whfi has studied medicine at .any Ca- 
n.itian college of recognized standing, 
lias passed the I'xanilnat ions required 
and been accepted as <iualitied for his 
life work, may practice, without fur- 
ther preliminary. In any or every prov- 
ince of Canada. Tho fact that educa- 
tion Is iby the constltutioinil l.-vw a 
matter under .iirovlncial contnd has 
so far been in the way of the creation 
of this reasonable st.ile of affalr.s, .and 
It has taken yi'urs of negotiation, ex- 
planation and con.iidi'ration to bring 
aliout the present sltualiim. 'i'he 7ilau 
has been fref|Ui'ntly discussed in <'on- 
nectlon with tlu' ftoddick liill. whlcli 
provides for jjuttlng it into force.

There is a great deal 
In the culture of small fruits and the 
raising of Hewers which women coidd 
do casll.v. The girls of a family would 
often be happier gatheiing the fruit, 
lireserving it, and cultivating (liiwers 
for what. In the near future, will be 
a iirolltabh' marki-t than tlu'y are now 
working in stores and factories. .\t 
certain seasnns of the year the work 
is hard, but not in all. It needs the 
constant caie and attention . which wo- 
men are so wedl fitteil to bestow, and 
tlie outdoor life is good for them. 
Now hundreds of women c\dti\ate 
(lowers for their own pleasure. Will 
not the day eonie when thousands will 
Had it a very proHtable ' occupation? 
In the rapidly gtowing cities of the 
coaat and- Interior- of our own ])ro- 
vlnce, r there will, upon be a great de- 
mand for flowersi especially In the 
lato autumn iind early spring. In 
this connection would it not pay to 
fake much moro trouble with our out- 
door chrysantliemums? Many of 
them are very beautiful, and many 
prefer thorn to the ensily beauties of 
the conservatory. Holly, toe, repays 
its euicivdtion for the little trouble and 
expense It requires. It is a thing of 
beauty all tb'^ \-ear round, and at 
Christmas Us ie rries are In great de- 
mand. 

Hut it Is friim the fruit garden 
that the greatest pndit must bp look- 
ed for at presetjt. .and it is well worth 
<iar while considering whether In 
]ireparing bo.\s and girls for their 
lifi's work, the orchard should not be 
taken Into account. 



iMlss Nostor, another of the dele- 
gates is secretary of the Glove Maker's 
Uidon, and chairman of tho trade 
agreetnont. conmiittee. She is still a 
young girl, but lier Inlluenco has been 
strong enough to obtain for her fel- 
low workers an eight hour! day and to

Miss Morris, who was a member of 
tho union of stenographers tmd typists 
of Chicago, New York and Mlnnea- 
lioDs wa:.-, not a delegate although em- 
ployed by the federation. She believes 
that what is most needed among her 
fellow workers Is the elevation of tlio 
Standard of work-. Women, she thinks, 
do not look upon their employment aa 
a permanent one, and do not lake 
pains to perfect themselves in it.

One adventure, however, is worth 
relating, for the singular way in which 
I- was delivered from a vlu-v tight tlx 
I was making ;.i forced march in lOast 
Afrlccu Water, as usmd, was thi' dlf- 
nculty. Tho.e was water to be had in 
occasional stagnant pools among tho 
rocks, but It was deaUl to drink it. 
Drinkable water lay twenty-five miles 
ahead at Alt. Moreau. 1 had given the 
strictest orders that none of my train, 
which, spread out In single file, e.\;- 
tended for a mile, should- fall out to 
drink out from w.aysldo pools,, and for 
a time my influence prevailed. But at 
last we came to a spot where there 
was water, or rather concentrated poi- 
son, and my men rebelled, 

Tho leaders threw down their loads, 
pointed to their bleeding feet and to 
tin- water, and announced that they 
could not and would not move another 
yard. The situation was dlfflcult. To 
let them drink meant the failure of 
the expedition, to say nothing of the 
loss of all my authority. I had none 
to help me; my head man was a 
mile Ijack, shepherding tlie rear of the 
caravan. I could not wait for hia 
assistance, for when a native defies 
you, you must deal with him instantly 
and ruthlessly. Every second meant 
fresh arrivals and the spread of mu- 
tiny.
